Chute, Marchette Gaylord. Ben Jonson of 
Westminster. Dutton, $4.50. Tentative date 
October 14. 


Poet laureate of the Jacobean era, playwright 
of the Elizabethan theater, classical scholar 
extraordinary, tutor, soldier, actor, and brick- 
layer, friend of Shakespeare, Beaumont, and 
Chapman, mentor of Herrick and others, as- 
sociate of kings, princes, and courtiers are a 
few of the designations that this biography 
affixes to “rare Ben Jonson.” An extremely 
readable and informative re-creation of the 
life and times of one of England’s great liter- 
ary figures, this gives abundant evidence of 
prodigious research, and makes both the man 
and the world in which he lived intensely 
real. 


Gibbings, Robert. Coming down the Seine. 
Dutton, $4.50. Tentative date September 
24. 


In the ingratiating style of his earlier river 
books the artist-author records his impres- 
sions of a leisurely journey down the Seine 
by rowboat, barge, and small transport. There 
was always time for a drink, a meal, and a 
visit with people along the way, and for an 
anecdote about Paris, whether the author was 
in the city or only thinking about it. A book

A humorous and sympathetic portrait of a real 
American cowboy. At fourteen, Ed Alford, 
better known as Fat, decided any life would 
be preferable to cotton picking on rented 
farms in Oklahoma and Texas. At his happi- 
est on horseback, he discovered that as a 
cowhand he could ride to his heart’s content 
and that, although less glamorous than he had 
pictured, it was a satisfying, independent ex- 
istence.

With a rare blend of naive and sophisticated 
candor the hero, Augie March, described as 
a “runner after good things, servant of love, 
embarker on schemes, recruit of sublime ideas 
and good-time Charlie” takes the reader with 
him on his “campaign after a worth-while 
fate.” A picaresque twentieth-century ad- 
venture tale with an amazingly real assort- 
ment of characters, a vast number of epi- 
sodes ranging in location from Chicago to 
Mexico, to shipwreck at sea, and finally to 
Europe, and an original, deceptively simple 
style of writing. Since, with his uninhibited 


zest for life, Augie embarks upon and 
describes numerous unconventional ethical 
and moral enterprises, the book is definitely 


for mature readers. 


Buhet, Gil. The innocent knights; tr. from 
the French by Geoffrey Sainsbury. Vik- 
ing, $3.50.

A French novelist demonstrates that adoles- 
cent boys the world over are romantic, 
imaginative, and inventive. Half-a-dozen 
thirteen-year-olds, unjustly accused of rob- 
bing the schoolmaster’s beehives, somehow 
translated their natural protest into champion- 
ship of the oppressed, dubbed themselves 
knights, and took refuge in a partially ruined 
castle complete with drawbridge and moat, 
until an amused official persuaded the per 
turbed townspeople to stage an elaborate 
capitulation. The blend of ingenuity and im 
practicality with which the boys coped with 
their needs, and the realistic portrayal of 
boyish and adult reactions make this enter- 
tainment with a serious core.

He advocates raising 
intellectual and salary standards of teachers, 
and limiting increase of education course re- 
quirements in teacher training, in order to

machinery for achieving economic stability. 
Opinions expressed on this book are in gen- 
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eral agreement that the author’s viewpoint 
is that of a man of integrity, but not a practi- 
cal politician.

A sum- 
mary moves rapidly around the globe, show- 
ing how, in general, the nations are coming 
to regard natural resources to be 
protected for the benefit of the nation.

the Polynesian islands were populated by 
Indians from Northwest and South America. 
In addition to the spectacular evidence of the 
Kon-Tiki’s successful voyage, Heyerdahl as- 
sembles physiological, botanical, and cultural 
data which roll up a total that is as impressive 
as it is fascinating to those who enjoy reading 
about the detective work that uncovers the 
mysteries of antiquity. The folded jacket car- 
ries a blown-up map and illustrations.
